Ship's Boilers Explode Killing 34 of Her Crew and Maimmg 
and Scalding 76 More Many of Whqm Will 
Die — 21 Are Missing

MOST SIGKENIN6 SIGHTS OF THE WOUNDED 



Portions of Human Bodies Blown High in the Air and Fearful 
Struggles Witfi Death From Drowning— Disaster 
Occurred Yesterday Morning. 



SAN DIEGO, Cal., July 21.— One of 
the most frightful disasters in 
the peace history of the Ameri- 
can navy, excepting the sinking 
of the Maine in Havana harbor, oc- 
curred in San Diego bay shortly after 
10:30 a, m. today on board the United 
States gunboat Bennington. At a 
moment when the warship, lying at 
anchor and with her officers and crew 
quietly attending to their duties on 
board, was the object of interest to 
hundreds of observing people on the 
piers, in pieatiuro boats and passing 
ferry boats, a cloud of steam suddenly 
burst from a point just forward of the 
smokesliack, out af whioli the spec- 
tators were horrified to sj$e bodies and 
human fragments hurl«d-;.:hiah In the 
air and scattered over the surrounding 
water. 

The outburst was accompanied by 
a roar as of thunder and a shock that 
rocked vessels near by. In an in- 
stant the air was filled with shrieks of 
pain from the wounded, which could 
bp heard . ashore, and with flying 
fragments of human beings and pieces 
of the ship's superstructure. The 
next moment sailors were fighting, 
criopled, in. the water against death 
in a less sudden forth than, that, from 
which they had escaoed; " while row- 
boats, sailboats, launches and tugs 
were being driven to the rescue as 
fast as arms, wind and steam could 
carry them. A ferryboat which was 
passing near by turned and hastened 
to render assistance, her deck crowded 
with frightened men and women who 
saw the h.ivoc that had been wrought 
in a twinkling. 

A moat horrible sight met those 
who approached. In the water men 
with blackened faces were struggling, 
handicapped by injuries. Others on 
deck were covered with blood and 
grime, some dead, some wounded 
frightfully, others working to rescue 
comrades who were yet below. The 
small boats turned their attention to 
those in the water, taking them to the 
wharves as fast as a few had been 
taken aboard the small craft. 

At the wharves preparations were 
made for taking care of the injured in 
what by this time was seen to be a 
disaster of awful proportions. Ambu- 
lances were telepiioned for, every ex- 
press wagon and driver who could be 
reached by telephone was summoned, 
physicians were notified and hospi- 
tals informed. Within half an hour 
from the time of tho explosion, car- 
riages, buggies, automobiles and street 
cars wore bearing burdens of victims 
towards tho hospitals. 

The sight which met the eyes of 
hundreds along the streets was one 
never to be forgotten. Wagons with 
a dozen men wore not rare. One had 
eight sitting or reeling against the 
sides, holding in their laps the heads 
of comrades near to deatij^ all of them 
with faces blackened with smoke and 

grime, and many clothed in nothing 
ut trousers. Some of those whose 



bodies were bare were not injured in 
vital parts, but suffering the agonies 
of torn flesh, saO up with lacerated 
bodies exposed to the wind. One, 
whose arm was twisted and whoso 
face and breast were covered with 
blood, looked at his own hanging flesh 
and dropping blood, and muttered only 
" Mv Godl My God!" 

A corps of men with blackened faces 
were hurried through tho streets to 
places whore the blood could be 
staunched, gaping wounds stitched 
and more heroic treatment given. 

In the meantime a more awful sight 
awaited those who had hastened to 
the ill-fated ship, from which steam 
continued to pour in groat clouds. 
Evervwhere was blood, and in all di- 
rections were bodies. The after cabin 
was smeared with blood and the walls, 
ceiling and floor splotched with red. 
In the depths below, from which heat

anJ steam rolled in volumes too great 
toTace, came the groans and wails of 
the dying and tho shrieks of the 
wounded. 

Tugs and launches soon were head- 
ed for tho shore bearing those whose 
injuries permitted removal, and bodies 
of the dead. All the time the work 
of rescue was going on, the ship was 
settling to starboard, and clouds of 
white steam ponred from her interior. 
News of the disaster spread like wild- 
fire over the city, and soon the harboi' 
was lined with people. 

Commander Young was ashore get- 
ting final orders preparatory to sail- 
inni but was soon on deck. He at 
once ordered the air-tight compart- 
ments closed and signaled a tug to 
tow the ship into the shallow water. 
Then he took charge of the sickening 
work at hand. 

The explosion occurred in the main 
starboard boiler forward of the smoke- 
stack. It is now known that fifty 



lives were snuffed out almost in- 
stantly; that in all probaijility this 
numbc;- will be increased by at least 
ten when the interior Of the ship can 
be more fully explored, and that al- 
most every man on board at the time 
was injured, many of them so badly 
that death is inevitable, many so 
painfully that screams of agony are 
forced from their lips, and others so 
severely that they will bo confined to 
sick rooms for days or weeks. 

The force of the explosion was ter- 
rific beyond conception. Human bod- 
ies were hurled into the air probably 
to a height not less than 200 feet. 

Sections of the upper deck were 
carrfied away from stem to stern, and 
aft a hole was blown in the side of 
the warship into which the water 
poured, causing the rapid listing of 
the vessel. 

Most of the men on board wer* 
assembling between decks, above tho 
boilers, when the explosion occurred. 
Here is where the most frightful 
slaughter occurred. No one living has 
been able to describe what happened 
there, but vivid witnesses exist in the 
blood-smeared walls. It is from be- 
tween decks that most of the dead 
bodies have been token. 

Lieut, rates was in charge in tho 
absence of Commander Young. Ho 
was frightfully but not fatally scald- 
ed. Lieut. Perry was so bndly burned 
that there is no hope of his recovery. 

As a .'esult of the frightful explo- 
sion of one of the main boilers of the 
United States gunboat Bennington in 
San Diego harbor today, 27 bodies of 
seamen are, at morgues, and'^between 
60 iand 70 of the crew 'are at. :the''hbs'- 
pitats. l\Aany of the injured may die. 

A great hole 'was .torn>'lntthe'>^8hip's 
.side'. The ship was beached to pre- 
vent her sinking. 

The cause of the explosion is said to 
have been a boiler which for many 
months was thought to be weak, 
though an inspection resulted in a 
favorable report. 

The ship was getting up steam 
preparatory to towing the disabled 
ship Wyoming to Mare island. Every 
seaman on board was either killed or 
wounded. 



The Benninnton v/as a three-masted 
schooner. Sho was built by N. F. 
Palmer & Co., of Chester, Pa. Her 
construction was authorized by con- 
gross on March 3, 1887, her keel beincj 
laid in June, 1888. She was launched 
on June ^i, 1890, and was commissioned 
for the first time June 20, 1891. The 
Benninaton's engines were twin-screw, 
horizontal, triple-expansion. She at- 
tained a speed of 17.5 knots on her 
trial trip. Her main battery consist- 
ed of SIX 6-inch breech- loaaing rifles, 
and her second battery of four 6- 
pounders, four 1 -pounder rapid-fire 
guns, and two 30-calibre Colts.

According to a statement made 
by Mr. J. S. Larke, the Cana- 
dian commercial agent for Austnilia, 
to the executive of the Canadian 
Manufacturers' Association yesterday, 
Australia la ready for a reciprocal 
trade agreement with Canada for the 
mutual benefit of both countries.

police as follows: 

"Victoria. July 18. 1906.

Mr. HIgnlns Answers His Conten- 
tions as to VaI'dily of Ex- 
tradition Act. 
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'Frisco Lawyer Advances Tech- 
nical Objections to Perjury 
Charge. 



George D. Collins, whom tho San 
Francisco police seek to extradite on 
a charge of perjury, renewed his flght 
against being surrendered yesterday 
morning, and is likely continue 
this morning. He advanced many 
technicalities, produced many author- 
ities, quoted and eloquently discussed 
his contentions, laying much stress in 
opening yesterday on the workings of 
the extradition act and its scope. 
Offences to be e.xtradlttible, he said, 
must be speclhed in the treaty upon 
which the extradition act is based, 
iiiul Canada, not having sovereign 
power, cannot extend the enumeration 
of offences spocilled In the treaty In 
making an extradition act based upon 
the treaty. In a eontroveisy between 
the Unitea State^J and France, Jie 
pointed out that the then secretary of 
state, Mr. Jefferson, had stated - that 
the laws of the United States took n,o 
notice of crimes committed outside 
their jurisdiction, the most atrocious 
criminal being regarded as an Inno- 
cent man; the evil of protecting 
criminals was recognized, but it was 
thought better to protect than to give 
up tile fugitive. In making perjury 
an extraditable offence Canada had 
gone beyond the treaty of 1S8G and 
the extradition act of that year, which 
held perjury to be an extraditable 
offence, was hi coiiseriuence null and 
void. The extradition act was a 
nullity because \t was inconsistent 
with the terms of the treaty. In njak- 
Ing the extradition act of 1886, which 
was In conflict with the Ashburton 
treaty of 1842, which did not enumer- 
ate perjury among the extraditable 
offences under the treaty. Canada 
had gone beyond the (!Oiistltutlonal 
power.s (if the i:)oininion, usurping a 
Ijower held only by the Imperial sov- 
ereis^ntv In Great Uritaln. In the ex- 
tradition act of ISSS, which provided 
for extradition where no extradition 
act existed, that act enumerated of- 
fences in detail, but omitted perjury 
from the list. At tlie time that act i 
was framed, the only treaty between j 
Canada and the United States was the . 
Ashburton treaty of 1842, and the, 
act of 1889 was consistent with that i 
treaty, which omitted perjury . In- Its 
enumeration of extraditable offences. |

1886 and 1889 must be considered. In 
the act of 1888 It Is set forth that an 
extraditable offence may be any one 
described In the schedule of that 
act, v.diether comprised In the schedule 
or not. TliI.H completely disposed of 
Mr. Collins' contention, because the 
Clime of lierjury was comprised In 
tile schedule. lOvery extradition ar- 
rangement entered into betwe-cn iirjt- 
ain and the United States is In force 
hi Canada, and by virtue of the 
extr.'idltion act an accused person can 
be extradited for perjury. In Crank - 
Shaw It is stated- that the extradition 
ot criminals ds now. regulated by the 
i Ashburton -treaty or the treaty of 
1890, He did not want to go Into a 
psvchologlcal dlKcusslon of Ihe !ib- 
stract iirlnclples of the matter, and 
would not ask ihe courl lo make n 
ruling unless he supiiorted his cmi- 
tentloii v.ith iuithorilles.

had been taken. Ii was taken In 
1897 in tho province of Quebec before 
an extradition commissioner, who 
held perjury to be an extraditable 
ofTonce. This decision was upheld 
on appeal by Mr. Justice Wurtele. 
That ruling was binding on the court, 
in this case, in re Levy, it was con- 
tended that perjury was not an ex- 
traditable crime, that it was omitted 
from tho scliedulo of the extradition 
act of 1SS9. Mr. Justice Wurtele luid 
said the two treaties must bo looked 
to — the Ashburton treaty iiiid the 
Pauncefote-Hay treaty — both of which 
treaties being binding upon and ap- 
plicable to ,the Dominion of Caiia.l.i. 
it was no use arguing this point fur- 
tlier. 

Judge lyamjinian — You had bett>3r 
let Jlr. Collins see that case. 

Mr. Collins — But, your Honor, we 
will show that this case does not 
reach the point we make. 

Passing on to the other point raised 
by Mr.. Qollln^ — that the swearing of 
an affidavit. In verification of a plead- 
ing In denial of the marriage In the 
maintenance suit at San Francisco 
was not perjury in tho meaning of the 
laws of CiUiada — Mr. Hlgglns said the 
fact had been overlooked that tin- 
common hiw was still In force, despite 
the provisions of tho criminal code, 
and authorities were quoted to show 
tl:at the enforcement of the ciimlnal 
code did not repeal the common law. 
Jlr. Hlgglns contended tlitit the •mak- 
ing ol^ tile false oath on the allldavit 
which the accused had made consti- 
tuted perjury, as would any . such oath 
authorized or permitted by law.' The 
aflldavlt which accused tioA made and 
llled at San Froncisbb was In denial 
of a vital point In his cose. It was 
an Issue In the case. Many quota- 
tions were inade In support of this 
position, as well aa In cases hi which 
perjury was charged on " negative 
averment. Insofar as the contention 
of Mr. Collins that the aflldavlt such 
as ho m.ade is not required by the 
laws of Canada, Mr. Hlgglns went on 
to show that the conditions were not 
the same. To follow such a conten- 
tion to a logical conclusion siiowed its 
absurdity. For Instance, It might Jx- 
held under the law .6t .California that 
a man was to sl^ a colbried paper. 
:md because It was not necessary to 
sign the same color of paper in i,Can- 
ada, was the law to fall? Tgjte on- 
iilher Instance. There can be no 
marriage in (.'anada before ii justice 
of the peai-e, .■ilthough such a intir- 
rlage was legal in tlie United States. 
If l.)ig'-aniy was an extraditable of- 
fence, and i\ fugitive .'irrested here 
m;ule a. pleit that bec.-iuse marriag,i 
bi-fore a justice did not constitute a 
legal marriage in Canada he was not 
guilty, would such a pica hold '.' It 
followed to a conclusion it was ab- 
surd. The court was bound by cer- 
tain authorities with regard to deal- 
ing with extradition matters, ^.nd 
must decide whether the. conditions, 
which exist In California under which 
the allegiMl crime was committed 
wonlii constilule a crime in Canada. 
Mr. Ili.ggins q',iot,-d some cases on 
n-conl Id sliii-,v where decisions had 
been given in keerdng -.vith such cir- 
cunist.-inces wliercin the law had dif- 
fered ie.g.irdliig ihe crimes in ques- 
tion. In f-oncliision, lie said the 
extradllion act v,as to be liber;illy iu- 
K-rfjri-ted, and Haws were not to be 
songlil or full sciqie given to every 
technic-alitN-. Lord Chief Justice Rus- 
;;cll tiiul stated that it the principle 
of giving full scope to technicalities 
In extradition matters were carried 
oot it would be a great offence against 
the law and would b^ad to a miscar- 
riage- of justice 

To slinw that Mr. Collins was 
known bei-ause of bis technical ob- 
jections in < '.alifoniia, Mr. Iliggins 
read froin Ihe judgment In the c.-.s,- 
of The I'eoiile vs. \'on Tiedem.-iiin, a 
perjury ca.--e tried in California, in 
which Collins b;id appeared on behalf 
of the iicLus,.'d, Tlie presiding judge 
in giving judgment had said of Col- 
lin.s' objections in the case that they 
were technical In the extreme and 
not at all convincing. , 

Mr. Collins, in replying to Mr, Hlg- 
glns' contention that the common law 
was still applicable, said that where 
the legislature had defined perjury in 
the iaatute. the leg-lslature bad meant 
that tho Judiciary could go so fa.r and 
no farther. The statute as deHiied 
In the' code could not be supplemented 
b.\' common law for increased iiuthor- 
Ity. Such a procedure would nullify 
a statute. If there was no sttitute 
which made it perjury to verify the 
denial to a pleading, recourse could 
not be li;i<l to common Itiw, 

in the afternoon when the court 
resumed Its sitting Mr. Collins went 
on to argue thcif there was no law 
In Canada to make the charge pre- 
ferred against him perjury under 
Canadian law. He quoted many 
authorities and reiterated others re- 
ferred to on the previous day, and at 
tlnieti a dv>batc wbl^-h 'somiitjimes 
threatened to become acrimonious was 
carrbid on by counsel and accused. 
There was also considerable discus- 
sion ri.'garding the meaning of the 
Iniiguage of section i-IS of tne crhn- 
In.-il <-oile, which has It that an oath 
perinilled or authnri/.ed by law may 
be perjury. Mr. Collins read from 
Clarke also regarding . the duties of 
the extri£dltlori|^^cotnmlsM6jiier,-:-vvho, the 
quotation read, 'should be strict and 
cautious, protecting the rights of the 
accused iierson. 

Mr. Collins sr..-.ke at length justify- 
ing bis lecbnical objections. Hesiioi'-.e 
of Mr. Mlggins Iniving read the re- 
mark:: of tlie learned judgt! regarding 
the leclinlcalities he ' had advanced 
when appearing for Dtv Von Tlede- 
man, char,-,'ed with jierjury In Califor- 
nia. The judge bad considered the 
objections technical in the extreme; 
but judgment was secured upon a 
technlcnlily— a good one. Counsel 
seemed (o tidiik technicalities bad. 
Tlint l;iw whlcli had Its origin In the 
newsnn'«cr odlce, the mob law of the 
cowboy, hold ,te<flinlcalltle3 to be

treason to the state. However, Law 
is a science, and technicalities are 
necessary applications of the science 
of law. Technicalities should be com- 
mended rather than condemned. Tli,; 
court in its charge to tbo jury had 
omitted to use ihe word "wilful" In 
stating tho lierjury, although the 
words "feloniously false" and " cor- 
rupt" were used. That was a tech- 
nicality, but it won. The press had 
severely criticized, saying that the 
omission of the word "wilful" could 
hot alter the alleged crime, but the 
technicality had secured the dismissal 
of Ills client. He had spol^en at 
length, lie said, but he could never 
sit still when he heard a criticism 
of tochnlcalitle.s. If the law was 
strlpiied of technicalities tt would be 
lawless science/' 

Regarding the case of in re lie\ .\'. 
which Mr. Hlgglns had quoted, in 
wdiich Mr. Justice Wurtele had given 
judgment allowing the extradition of 
an accused person for perjury, he held 
It was manifest from reading the 
opinion that either the Judge was not 
aware the Judiciary could not enforce 



the treaty, and that an extradition 
act was necessary, or else lie did not 
give the doctrine the respect to which 
it was entitled. l^erha'ps the counsel 
had not urged the iioint he had raised 
In that case. 

Mr. Collins was quoting authorities 
when Mr. Higgln.s Interrupted and 
asked him not lo attemiit to mislGa.d 
the court. "Oh, the court is Intelli- 
gont," answered Mr. Collins. He then 
went on to reiterate his arguments 
attacking the validity of the extradi- 
tion act In as far as it oi^pliiffi 'to 
extradition for perjury, continuing 
until the court adjourned .at -1:30 p.m., 
to meet again this morning. In con- 
clusion, Mr. Collins thanked the court 
for having extended the opportunity 
to him to speak at such length, and 
ho would now make way for his 
counsel.
